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PAPER CHAIRS AT “SCHOOL 


The Review has heard a great 
deal of complaining from par- 
ents lately regarding- the poor 
progress their children are mak- 
ieg at school and we are in-’ 
formed by one of. the trustees 
that he, too, has ‘had several 
complaints registered with him 
, for the same reason.-;It appears 
’ the parents think too much, time 
is being spent on making paper 
chairs and tables and such like 
and the other more important 
branches of education are being 
neglected as‘a result, 

One parent says his children |. 
have made little or no progress 
since starting here, » while “an- 

»other says his boy is actually go- 
ing back. Although he is nine 
years old he cannot add or sub- 
tract but he frequently brings 
home some ‘neatly made paper 
tables and chairs. 

ons. we said to one of the com- 

- plaintants we.do not feel that we 

are in a position to criticize too 
severely a system or curriculum 

' which is no doubt the outcome 

of years of’study and thought 
by: those who should have the in- 
terests of our children at heart. 

Whéther or not these new fang- 

led ideas are carried too far is, 
however; another © question. 

The making -of paper articles 

may rest the child from other 

-more laborous studies and at the 

same time develop his mind. 

After. all education is ‘simply 

development. But if-a child is 
taught reading, writing and ari- 
thmetic as'a rest from making 
paper, articles then the thing is 
being carried too far. Manual 
training “and kindred subject as 
a change or rest:are all right but 
_when carried further than that 
they are hindrance to a child’s 
_ education. A boy or a girl can 
get through this world fairly 
successfully if he or she never 
made a paper chair but it is 
a hard, up-hill fight now-a-days 
to worry along without a fair 
knowledge of what is commonly 
called the three “‘R’s.” The Re- 
_ view does not mean to say that 
_ our teachers here are over-dging 
* this work, Some think they 
; ‘are. This complaint is a com- 
mon. one. «We have heard it i 

_ dozen different places, scores of 

different times. We know that 

a child’s progress at: school de- 

_ pends as much on the.child him- 
self and on the parehts as on the 
teacher. That some of the chil- 
dren at our school are progress- 
ing we have not the slightest 
doubt. In fact we know they 
are and they are being taught by 
the same teachers as the ones 
who are net progressing. It 
was ever thus and no doubt al- 
ways will be. However, if mak- 
ing paper articles helps one 
child and hinders another in 
the more important studies, 
the one that it hinders 
should not be asked to

HUGHES SAYS CANADA. 

MAY MAKE REPRISALS, 
A positive statement was made by 
Maj. Gen. Hughes on Saturday that if 
Private Lonsdale of the British army 
war. taxes. a German officer, there will be re- 
‘ prisals in Canada.

Some Comparisons. 


The liquor license ordinance as at 
present on. the statuteooks has been 
"brought to its present position through 
years. of practical working eXperierice. 
It is on® of the ‘most useful: licensing 
acts to found in the whole Dominion 
and under it the people have full pow- 
er to secure the carrying out of their 
wishes, 

The proposed liquor act which the 
electors of the province are being ask- 
ed to vote for on July 2ist next is a 
measure of wanton destruction. Sec- 
tion 78 expressly repeals the liquor 
license ordinance and all amendments 
thereto, It therefore sweeps away 
the protection given to the people in 
the Liquor License Ordinance. The 
proposed liqour act gives no protec- 
tion to anyone. 

Under.the Liguor License Ordinanee 
there is set up an hotel system, rules, 
are prescribed for the carrying on of 
the sanie; the sale of liquor is care- 
fully regulated and the dutiés jof li- 
cense holders are defined in‘ the most 
feareful manner, ‘The important mst- 
ter to be borne in mind is that the 
Liquor License Ordinance is enforced 
and observed by' the licensé holders. 

The proposed Liquor Act, while it 
destroys the Liquor License Ordinance |
